ummer plans have changed. Faraway trips are not on the itinerary. But a trip to 
Lavender by the Bay may just make you feel like you’re somewhere else altogether. 

The colors, the smells, the textures. It is indeed “sensory bliss,” as Summer Borsack 
refers to the intoxicating surroundings, during a time when our senses may need some 
stimulation after months cooped up during quarantine. 

Borsack, a Springs resident, has made several trips to both the East Marion and Calverton 
farms, each with 15 acres of blooming lavender fields. “Some people go to take photos, 
some just to enjoy the experience of walking the fields, having the lush, thick lavender 
brush against your legs as the aroma floats up, breathing in the amazing scent.” 

It is an experience that almost went unattainable because of the pandemic.- Susan 
Rozenbaum, who owns Lavender by the Bay with her husband, Serge, and their son 
Chanan, says initially they decided not to open the fields to the public this summer because 
of COVID-19, feeling their normal operations were not conducive to the necessary social 
distancing. 

However, Chanan found a service that could help with online ticketing for field entry. 
They opened the fields to a limited number of people during four 1.5-hour time slots at 9 
a.m., 11 a.m., 1 p.m. and 3 p.m. Social distancing and masks are required. And the guests 
arrived. Not that you’d necessarily know it, were you among them. 

“If you were to visit, you would say there’s nobody here,” Rozenbaum says. “That was the 
goal.” 

There are fewer options than ever for summer activities, especially for children. Splish 
Splash Water Park, located diagonally across from the Calverton farm, remains closed. 
Beaches are limited to 50% capacity. Many don’t feel comfortable with playdates. Yet 
people are thrilled to just walk through the lavender fields. 

“They're thanking us for doing it,” Rozenbaum says, and the social media outpouring 
proves her point. “They find it a relaxing experience. People love it anyway, but especially 
now during a time of COVID, they feel it’s a pleasant experience. I hope they feel 
comfortable.” 

Growing lavender plants began as a hobby for Susan and Serge, who is French and 
worked on farms in France and Israel. They cultivated it in the backyard of their then- 
vacation home in Southold, giving it away to guests and eventually setting up a table at the 
end of their driveway offering bunches and sachets. 

With so many people buying, they decided to purchase a fallow farm on the main road in 
East Marion in 2002 and started by planting two acres, adding on more each year until it 
reached 15 acres. 

There are more than 80,000 lavender plants there now, and the Calverton farm is in 
its third year of operation. They grow two types—English lavender and French lavender. 
“English lavender considered the true lavender,” Rozenbaum says, explaining that it much 
sweeter than French and is used in baking and in teas. It produces a more vibrant blue 

~ color to deep purple. 

French lavender, which can only be propagated from seed, is a much larger plant, with 
taller stems and a stronger scent. It tends to be used more medicinally. The purple is not 
as vibrant as in the English variety, but it ranges “from a pretty blue to a very pale blue,” 
she says. 

There are main paths to walk lined with wood chips, so visitors are not stepping on the 
plants, which they do harvest for fresh and dried bunches, lavender-filled sachets, and 
aromatherapy and culinary products, all for purchase, including online. “This year, since 
people so happy to come see the fields...we’re just cutting for fresh bunches,” she says. 
There is also a limited quantity of lavender honey, available only for sale there, at a stand 
set up outdoors. 

Among the many options, guests find something they can call their own. “You can make 
the experience whatever you want it to be,” says Borsack, who took her young children. “I 
found that when I stopped trying to figure out what I should be doing, I enjoyed myself 
much more.” 

“We were just very happy that we could open up in a limited way. If we didn’t let people in 
the field, it wasn’t as if the lavender itself would go to waste,” Rozenbaum says, explaining 
that they would have still harvested and dried it. “We wouldn’t be losing the lavender, we 
would be losing the joy of people coming to visit.” A

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NEW YORK MARINE RESCUE CENTER TEAM-MEMBERS RELEASE REHABILITATED SEA TURTLES ON JULY 15. 


Rehabbed Sea Turtles Released 
Despite COVID Hardships

espite the pandemic, rehabilitation work at 

the New York Marine Rescue Center had to 
continue—a slew of sea turtles’ lives depended 
on it. 

On July 15, team-members released eight sea 
turtles rehabilitated from the 2019 cold-stun 
season. 

While sea turtles can strand for any 
number of reasons, including boat strikes and 
hook ingestion, the number one reason for 
rehabilitation is a phenomenon called cold- 
stunning. Starting in late October and early 
November, sea turtles can be found stranded 
on the beach, lethargic and buoyant, similar to 
hypothermia. 

The rescue center is the primary response 
team for these sea turtles and maintains the 
only facility permitted to rehabilitate both seals 
and sea turtles in the state, according to Maxine 
Montello, the rescue program director. The 
facility is located at the Long Island Aquarium in 
Riverhead. 


The organization received its first cold- 
stunned turtle report on November 9, 2019, 
what would be the first of 85 reported sea turtles 
strandings due to cold snaps on Long Island. 

While the marine rescue center depends 
heavily on volunteers, the volunteer program 
had to be suspended on March 15 as coronavirus 
cases began to spike on Long Island. Only 
essential staff—two full-time and two part- 
timers—have been allowed onsite since, 
Montello explained. “This small team is 
responsible for managing the animals in the 
hospital while also responding to sick and 
injured marine mammals and sea turtles in the 
field,” she said. 

“In addition to an increase in work-load, 
our organization has seen a decrease in daily 
donations due to the aquarium being closed, 
not being able to provide in-person educational 
programing and lastly not being able to hold our 
annual gala,” Montello said.

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Thieves Target 
High-End Cars 
in the Hamptons

outhampton Town police have issued a 

warning to luxury car owners: If you like 
your car, lock it—even when you are parking it 
on your own property. 

Since January, 12 late-model Mercedes 
Benz and Range Rovers have been stolen 
outside private residences from Sagaponack 
to Tuckhoe—six this month alone. The thieves 
are using car key fobs left in the vehicles to 
start them and drive away. 

Similar thefts have occurred in recent years 
throughout the South Fork. 

According to Lt. Detective Susan Ralph, 
there is a red flag that tells the thieves which 
cars to target. When one of these late-model 
vehicles is locked, and the owner walks away 
with the fob, the side mirrors contract. In 
other words, if the mirrors are out, the car is 
unlocked and the fob may be inside it. 

Police released two videos, showing the 
same man from different angles. The video is 
dated July 11, at 5:28 a.m. The man, who is 
tall and thin, is seen in one video jogging at 
a good pace uphill on a long driveway from 
the street. He gets to what is described at 
the top of the video as the rear parking area, 
apparently to a high-end residence. 

On the left is the garage to the residence. 
On the right, in the overflow parking area 
for the residence are two late-model Range 
Rovers and one Mercedes. The front door to 
one of the Range Rovers is wide open when 
the man arrives. 

He gets inside, shuts the door, starts the 
engine, then backs the vehicle all the way 
down the long driveway. 

Lt. Ralph said that on two occasions, two 
thieves showed up at other residences, each 
making off with a stolen high-end car.

Seeking Justice

rT‘ he families of the four young women killed in a stretch limo crash in 

Cutchogue five years ago, as well as families of the four women who 
survived, renewed their calls for justice when they gathered on a street in 
Smithtown July 17. 

Two attorneys representing two of the families suing the Town of 
Southold and Suffolk County allege police and local officials covered up 
the truth by hiding an accident witness and ignoring alarm bells that were 
sounded about the dangerous North Fork intersection three years before the 
fatal collision. 

“We are sickened that we must still come before the media and call for 
justice,” said Steven Baruch, whose daughter lost her life on July 18, 2015. 
“The picture of what actually happened remains unclear. We will not rest 
until justice is brought.” 

Baruch and other victims’ family members attended the press conference 
held on LABS Lane, renamed in 2018 to honor the four who died; Lauren 
Baruch, Amy Grabina, Brittany Schulman and Stephanie Belli. 

The women, all between 23 and 25, hired the limo for a day of wine 
tasting on the North Fork to celebrate an upcoming wedding. After leaving 
a winery on County Road 48, the driver, Carlos Pino, made a U-turn at the 


SCWA Pumps Record 
Amount of Water Amid 


July Heat Wave

t the start of a hot and humid day on 

Monday, July 20, the Suffolk County 
Water Authority customers used more water 
than ever. 

The water authority, which serves 1.2 : 
million county residents, reported its all-time 
high water pumping figure—545,726 gallons 
per minute—across its service territory at 
5:35 a.m. Monday’s usage broke an earlier 
record of 542,610 gallons per minute set in July of 2016. 

Joe Pokorny, the head of operations, Monday that it was not a surprise 
based on the increased usage in recent weeks, especially on the East End. “I 


think that we have seen that the forks have experienced a higher-than-normal 


increase in water consumption,” he said. The Town of Southold water usage 
in June was up by 35 percent from 2019. On the South Fork, usage up is 30 
percent. Southampton Village residents, were also using more than ever. 
They alerted customers about the unprecedented demand on the East End 
by email and in recorded phone messages. Customers were asked to change 
the settings on their irrigation systems so that they follow an odd/even 
schedule and that they refrain from watering lawns between 3 and 7 a.m. 
Sunday nights and Mondays always tend to bring the most water usage, 
he continued. But why the higher usage this July on the East End? “I think 
we would be guessing as to what it is,” he said, adding that it seems there are 
more people here during the week because of COVID-19, where they would 
usually be back in the city. “I have a feeling that’s what’s really going on—24- 
7 occupancy where it was just on the weekends.”

intersection of Depot Lane when a pickup truck, driven by Steven Romeo of 
Southold, T-boned the limo. 

The four who survived the crash suffered extensive injuries and are still 
recovering, family members said Thursday. 

Ultimately, no one was held criminally responsible. 

“So, how much has happened in these last few years since these young 
girls were ripped from our lives?” asked Susan Arundel, whose daughter 
Alicia Arundel survived the crash. She had to pause several times, overcome 
by emotion. “So much has happened to stop certain facts from becoming 
public.”

A heat wave descended on Long Island. The sun shined bright and the 

eat index soared. On the East End, many were lured to the glistening 
water and light breeze that provided some relief from oppressive humidity 
and temperatures in the gos. In the midst of COVID-19, outdoors is the 
safest place to be. 

But the calming sound of waves crashing can be disturbed in an instant. 
And last weekend, the dangers lurking on the water made themselves all 
too well-known. 

In Montauk’s Fort Pond, a large, murky freshwater lake between 
downtown Montauk and Second House Road, a Brooklyn bar owner lost 
his life. Jeffrey B. Gantt launched a row boat from a house on Fort Pond 
with two friends and his girlfriend. They lost an oar, and his two friends 
jumped into the lake to retrieve it. Gantt soon followed. It wasn’t long 
before he disappeared under the water. 

His girlfriend, who had stayed back on the boat, jumped in after him. 
With a strong southwest wind that night, the boat quickly drifted away. 
The two men swam to shore to get a canoe, then paddled out to pick her up, 
but there was no sign of Gantt. Emergency personnel were unable to find 
him until Monday evening, when side-scan sonar helped divers locate his 
body, 30 feet at the bottom of the pond. Gantt was 42. 

Detectives are still investigating what caused the drowning, but Detective 
Sgt. Dan Toia says it appears Gantt may not have known his swimming 
limitations. “Or maybe he wasn’t aware of the depth of the water or the 
wind conditions, or he became too tired or whatnot,” Toia says. It is also 
possible he experienced a medical event. An autopsy will reveal more. 

The past weekend was full of close calls on the water, too. A 40-foot 
commercial fishing vessel sank after it was struck by another boat in dense 
fog outside of Montauk Inlet last Saturday morning. While dropping 
their nets, the captain and first mate of the Petrel reportedly saw the boat 
approaching on their radar. The captain ran from the helm just in the nick

of time. Chaos, a 40-foot sport fishing boat, crashed into the pilot house 
while going a reported 22 knots in zero visibility—that’s about 30 miles per 
hour on the road. The operator, John R. Eren, 38, of Bethlehem, CT, was 
cited for negligent operation. 

“People always need to be reminded to exercise good judgement and 
caution on the water,” East Hampton Town Police Chief Michael Sarlo 
says. “We have miles of unprotected shore line, and with thousands of 
vessels active, along with paddleboards, kayaks, swimmers and all other 
types of water passage use, from kite surfers to windsurfers, Jet Skis, etc., 
the risks of accidents are high, and we have been fortunate here in East 
Hampton to avoid more frequent tragedies.” 

On the North Fork, Southold Town Police Chief Martin Flately agrees. 
“Summertime on the water is always busy for us with the amount of 
visitors and summer residents—especially this year—that take to the 
water,” he says. “Unfortunately, this also brings the inexperienced boaters 
and swimmers to our waterways which can be problematic,” he adds, citing 
several recent incidents. 

Two men out in a 12-foot boat on the Great Peconic Bay last Sunday were 
tossed into the water when passing vessels caused a wake that flooded their 
boat and flipped it. They were able to climb on top of the overturned boat 
until help arrived. There was also “a near miss” last Saturday when a boater 
misjudged the entrance to James Creek in Mattituck, the very site of a fatal 
boat crash in November. “Luckily in this case, the boater was going slow 
and no one was injured,” the chief says. 

Such incidents are not just relegated to boaters. Last Monday afternoon, 
three people were trapped on the Nassau Point sand bar after they ventured 
out to the end and the tide came in behind them. A 16-year-old boy was 
swept away into the bay, but Marine units from Shelter Island and Southold 
Police Departments were able to save the conscious, albeit exhausted, teen.

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Statues, Yay and Nay 


The Civil War Statue in Sag Harbor & Audrey Flack’s 50 ft Statue of a Long Ago Queen

I n 1992, Audrey Flack, the celebrated painter 
and sculptor who lives in East Hampton, 
received a commission of a lifetime. A developer 
was planning a new project at a point of land 
in Queens that faced across the water to the 
Statue of Liberty and Manhattan. He asked her 
to create a giant statue on the shore there that 
would face the Statue of Liberty. Ships coming 
into the Port of New York would pass between 
the two statues. This new one was to be paid 
for by Portuguese-American citizens to honor a 
beautiful Portuguese queen named Catherine of 
Breganza. She was the queen after which that 
borough was named. 

Audrey Flack spent two years designing this 
statue. During the design period, here in her 
studio on Cottage Lane, she eventually created a 
small plaster table-top model of her final version. 
She then made a larger model, then another 
model, eight feet tall. In the end, on its pedestal, 
it was to stand 50 feet tall. 

The queen, wearing a robe and crown, her 
long hair flowing down her back, stood straight 
and proud, her arms stretching out in front of 
her, gently holding a large and dazzling sphere— 
perhaps the Earth. Perhaps the future. The statue 
took one’s breath away. 

I attended a press conference at her studio, 
where Flack, standing next to the eight-foot 
model, explained her thinking. “There are oil 
paintings made of the queen,” she said. “We have 
a good idea of what she looked like. But I decided 
to design her in a more multi-racial way. She is 
politically correct, proud, an everywoman. She 
has a broad nose, full lips, and long curls that 
could be dreadlocks. She is the symbol of proud 
young immigrants who came to America.” 

A foundry in upstate New York in the town 
of Beacon was engaged. A further model was 
built in bronze, 11 feet high, and sent up to the 
foundry. And of course Audrey went back and 
forth to supervise and advise. 

In May of 1996, the creation of the full-size 
statue got underway. The developer had all 
the approvals for the statue he would need. 
Queens Borough President Claire Schulman 
had been all for it. The Queens selectmen were 
on board. He had endorsements from Mayor 
Giuliani, former Mayor David Dinkins, President 
Jimmy Carter, Governor George: Pataki and 
Senator Alfonse D’Amato. It might take a year 
before it could be ready to be brought down the 
Hudson on a barge.

Finally, there came a day when the statue was 
finished. And with that announcement there 
came protests. Lots of them. As a result, Borough 
President Shulman called a public meeting. 

At the meeting, one man against the statue 
pointed out that since the queen would be 
standing facing the water, she would have her 
back to Queens, the borough in the country with 
the most diverse population of immigrants in 
the. entire United States. This was an insult to 


Queens. This should never be built here. 

Others also spoke against it. 

“This statue is bloody with the murder of 
millions of Africans,” said Betty Dopson, the 
head of the Committee to Stop the Statue. “Do 
we really need a statue of a slave mistress? To 
erect this monstrosity shows disrespect to every 
African-American whose ancestors were raped 
and shackled and shipped off.” 

A historian who said he was in favor of the 
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statue said that yes, traders were bringing slaves 
to the New World, but the queen had nothing to 
do with it. He agreed that the queen belonged to 
a royal family who owned slaves. At birth, slaves 
attended her. They attended her throughout her 
life. But when he said that she wrote in her will 
that all her slaves were to be freed when she 
died—and they were—all those at the meeting 
opposed to the statue got up and walked out. 

And with that, Claire Shulman changed her 
mind. And she ordered that it never be placed at 
Hunter’s Point or anywhere else in Queens. The 
Statue moldered for years lying in a field at the 
foundry in Beacon, only finally getting melted 
down around 2013. 

Audrey Flack, by the way, was undaunted by 
this last-minute turn of events. Her projects 
since then stand in dozens of cities around the 
world. Her stunning works, from before and 
after this, are in the collections of the Museum of 
Modern Art, the Guggenheim, the Whitney and 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art—the highest 
honor that any artist can achieve. 

I mention this story because of what is going 
on in this country today with the tearing down 
of statues of many figures from history. This 
Portuguese queen may have been the grandmother 
of what is going on today. 

A columnist for The New York Times suggested 
_ last week that the statues not be torn down but 
-. the plaques on the statues saying who they were 
be changed. Likenesses in many cases are not 
that good. Say they are actually other people who 
now should be honored. It was not a joke. And it 
was thinking out of the box. 


I will end this account by 
telling a little bit about a life-size 
statue that stands on its pedestal 
in the very heart of Sag Harbor, 
where Main Street merges into 
Madison Street. The statue, 
called “Standing Soldier,” is of a 
Civil War soldier. He is looking 
down Main Street toward Long 


Wharf, a reminder to passersby 


about all those who lost their 
lives fighting for the Union. 


The trouble with this statue - 


is that there are 2,500 identical 
“Standing Soldiers” in other 
cities and towns in the North, 
but there are also over 500 of 
them, also absolutely identical, 
celebrating Confederate soldiers 
scattered throughout cities and 
towns in the South. 

I have read that all these 
statues were purchased in the 
1890s from the Monumental 
Bronze Company, a firm in 
Bridgeport, Connecticut, selling 
a life-size version for $450 and 
a jumbo eight-and-a-half-foot 
version for $800. You ordered 
them from a catalogue. The 


figure is a determined young © “sTANDING soLDIER” IN SAG HARBOR 
man with curly hair, a moustache, 

a cap on his head, his hands holding a rifle barrel 
to his chest, the stock extending to nearly the 


ground. 


The reason they were so 
popular was that until that time, 
statues were made of marble or 
granite and cost thousands and 
thousands of dollars. Here, a 
war veteran’s group could get a 
statue of a soldier for one tenth 
of that. Made of “everlasting” 
bronze. 

What are we supposed to do 
with this situation? 

P.S. Over.the past few years, 
a group called Friends of Dan’s, 
led by Richard Burns, created 
two life-size statues of me and 
had them placed in strategic 
locations in the Hamptons. 
The first one is of me riding a 
giant lobster and was placed 
on the north side of the Sunrise 
Highway in Shinnecock where 
it turns into County Road 309, 
and it still stands. The other,

What was the inspiration for 
this piece? 

I always have fun memories of drive-in 
movies back in the ’50s.

Cause then go for pizza—fond memories. 


Drive-in movies come with a lot 
of nostalgia. Did that factor into 
your piece? 
Nostalgia has always been a strong 
influence on my work. It’s like driving a 
car keeping an eye on the rear view mirror. 


I blend nostalgia and the present in a 
contemporary way. I love the past, from 
vintage cars to superheroes from the ’50s. 


Talk about your art style. 
My style is semi-realist. I like creating 
a story or narrative so the viewer can get 
involved. 


Tell us about your artistic process. 

From my days as a “Mad Men” art director 
in advertising, the idea always came first, 
then the execution. When I was teaching 
advertising art at the School of Visual Arts, I 
taught that ideas, ideas, ideas sell products. 


if you weren’t an artist, what would 

you be doing? 

I wanted to be a professional baseball 
player. The Brooklyn Dodgers were my 
heroes. When the Burns left Brooklyn and 
relocated to California, it broke my heart. It 
still hurts. 


What inspires you the most? 
Waking up in the morning knowing I have 
my artwork waiting gives me so much joy and 
pleasure. Now with COVID-19, I am creating 
more art work than ever. Being at home in my 
studio is a great creative escape. BL

The Ellen Heunanson Foundation Celebrates 25 Yeats 


his year the Ellen Hermanson Foundation 

celebrates 25 years of funding breast health care 
on the East End. They've given countless members 
of the community access to state-of-the-art care and 
empowered many affected by cancer. Lives have been 
saved because of the tireless work the foundation has 
done. And that’s reason to celebrate. 

The foundation was named in the memory of Ellen 
Hermanson, a warrior who lost her battle with breast 
cancer in 1995 at the age of 42. She fought against 
breast cancer as an activist and advocate. This is her 
legacy. 

“Breast cancer does not take a break, and neither will 
we,” said president Julie Ratner, Ellen Hermanson’s 
sister. One message that is clear is that even though 
we're still going through a ‘global pandemic, cancer 
doesn’t stop, and funds are still greatly needed. 

While COVID-19 has changed the landscape of 
summer fundraising on the East End, that has not 
stopped this local effort from fundraising for those in 


need. “No one is turned away due to an inability to - 


pay,” says Ratner. 

Two major fundraisers that the foundation hosts 
each year are its summer gala and Ellen’s Run, a 5K 
race in Southampton. This year the gala is going 
virtual and set to take place on Saturday, July 25, 
at 6:30 p.m. The virtual race will be held August 
16 to 31. 

“Tt all began last year after our gala, when we started 
planning for the 25th anniversary that was to be this 
summer,” says Ratner. The evening and will honor 
“four extraordinary women,” she says. 

Those women are Cristina Cuomo, Kristen Dahlgren, 
Patti Askwith Kenner and Edyle O’Brien. Co-chairs of 
the virtual gala are Jean Shafiroff and Jodi Wasserman. 
The program will feature emcee Lucas Hunt as well as 
comedy with Jessica Kirson and Tovah Feldshuh. 

There will also be guest appearances by Hillary 
Clinton, Toby and Itzhak Perlman, and George 
Stephonopolous. 

Hunt promises an “action packed half hour.” 

“It’s an honor to be able to participate in something 
that serves women and community—mothers, sister, 
daughters, friends, partners,” says Hunt. “My mom’s 
best friend and also the mother of my best friend 
passed away from breast cancer,” he said of why it’s so 
important to him. 

The event is free of charge but donations are 
encouraged. $120 is a common donation, Ratner says, 
and funds at that level will pay for a mammogram for 
an uninsured woman. 

“It’s going to be a very tight, 
fast moving program that we hope 
will be fun, entertaining, but also 
moving and touch heartstrings,” she 
continues. 

“I am so inspired by what the Ellen 
Hermanson foundation has done over 
the past 25 years,” says Dahlgren, 
an NBC news correspondent who 
recently completed treatment for 
breast cancer.

O’Brien recalls when a participant in 
the Ellen’s Run race had recently had a TRAM 
reconstruction surgery. Her family wheeled her in a 
wheel chair through the race. “It was so powerful,” she 
says. } 

The gala, which has honored the likes of Kim Cattrall, 
Kathie Lee Gifford and Hoda Kotb in the past, has 
always been a summer favorite. 

“In the very beginning when we had no money, 
all of the benefits were on my lawn with barbeques,” 
said Kenner. It was “very low key. We started out very 
simple.” 

It later turned into a star-studded evening. One year, 
Ratner recalls, rain turned the ground into a muddy 
mess. “Security guards were carrying women across the 
yard to the tent which was also full of mud. Everyone 
came in their fancy clothes and shoes. People just 
kicked off their shoes.” 

Whether funding — state-of-the-art equipment, 
providing educational outreach or psychosocial 
support services, the Ellen Hermanson Foundation is 
embedded in the East End community. It’s saving lives. 
It’s a force for breast cancer patients and their families. 

“This foundation is really so remarkable,” says 
O’Brien. “You see how one women’s life and her family’s 
love for her, and her death so early, have created this 
amazing event on the East End.” 

“It’s a beautiful thing that Julie has done, I have the 
greatest respect for her,” says Kenner. 

“Julie’s love for what she does is very touching,” says 
Hunt. “It’s such a touching family legacy.” ga

19 most of this quarter, the statistics show the 
resilience of the Hamptons Home Sales Market!” 

Town & Country Real Estate CEO Judi Desiderio 
shares her insights for the Hamptons market after 
the second quarter. Despite a quarantine in which 
the market was forced to adapt to remote sales and 
closings, there were some strong numbers on the South 
Fork.

Amagansett closed a $21 million 
home sale on the beach at 189 
Marine Blvd—a new high watermark 
for the Dunes. 

Looking at All Hamptons Markets 
Combined and you can see the 
number of sales year-to-year are on 
par but the Median Home Sales Price 
increased by 26% to $1,325,000 in 
2020 from $1,050,000 in 2019. 

This 2nd Quarter Home Sales 
Report demonstrates a slight uptick, 
particularly at sales over $1 million— 
watching closely the existing activity 
and I can say with confidence the 3rd 
Q 2020 Home Sales Report will be even better.

But the Number of Home Sales 
dropped 25% year-over-year. 

Southold (which includes 
New Suffolk and Peconic) also 
enjoyed an uptick in Median 
Home Sales Price of 16.3% to 

$700,00 from $601,750 for the 
2nd Q 2020 from 2019. 

Orient (which includes East 
Marion and Greenport) had only 
1 less home sale compared to 
last year but with that sale being 
‘over $2 million it resulted in 
the Median Home Sales Volume 
slipping 21.7% 

Jamesport (which includes 
Aquebogue, Baiting Hollow and
